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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The examiner disagrees with applicant's 
argument. Applicant's remarks that "what is not taught in Hoeksma is that each hard key has both a primary alphanumeric symbol and a 
set of second ary alphanumeric symbols" are not persuasive. Jasinski teaches each hard key (17a in Fig. 1) has both a primary 
alphanumeric symbol (numeral "3") and a set of secondary alphanumeric symbols (alpha characters "GHI"). The combination of Jasinski 
and Hoeksma teaches that a plurality of hard keys and a plurality of softkeys are on a keypad and that the actuation of a first hand key 
changes the soft key selections to correspond with a subset of selections of the hard key selected as claimed, see the Final Office 
Action.. 
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
